Natchltoches Has a night to Claim 


Earliest Settlement. 


Fjirly In the history of l.oulslans 


there was a spirited rivalry between 
tlie French and Spaniards as to which 
nnllnn should occupy the region be- 
twrcn 
Hie Hed and Salilne rivers. 


About ihe close of the Seventeenth 
century the Spaniards established a 
poiit at Aday«s (or Adnlse), on the 
east *ld« of the Salilne, and in 1714 
Governor .Cadlllas sent' Juchereau de 
St. Denis to establish a post at sorai 
point on Ihe Ilcd river. Martin, the 
historian, says that the expedition of 
St. Donis was "for the double purpose 
of finding a vent for Crozat'a goodi 
nnd checking the advances of the 
Spaniards, who were 
preparing 
to 


form settlements In the neighborhood 
of Natchltoches." St. IJenls left a few 
settlers at Nntclillnches, but It was 
not until 1717 that a permanent fort 
was erected there, which makes Nat- 
chltoches a little older than New Or- 
leans.

Many blooms are found In our hard-
